Bad Cooking a tloclnl Curse.' 


'•The day perhaps will com*, 


when even the daughters of the rich 
will not think it beneath their dig- 
nity to learn how to make breac 
and pastry, how to roast a joint or 
cook a potato." Now, it woulc 
seem, that this was not a very ex- 
tended nor difficult aniouut of eu- 
linaiy knowledge to be required o. 
a young woman who is ready to 
venture upon the sea of matrimony, 
but it will be considered quite large 
enough to begin with, if we com- 
pare the houses in which we get a 
well-cooked potato or a light piece 
of bread, with the number of house- 
holds in tlie community. It may 
be set down at once that you cannot 
get a well-cooked potato at any ho- 
tel. The servants in the houses 
whpre people would like to live 
well, and know good cooking when 
they sec it, are, in nine cases out ol 
ten, under no genuine discipline. 
Thu woman of the house does not 
care. A well-cooked potato put on 
the table and eaten just at the pro- 
per time—and it does not exceed 
three minutes—is something which 
men, whose butcher bills amount to 
hundreds a year, know notliing of. 


It is something which is quite 


important to understand, and yet 
which many people never learii, 
that a good meal depends upon 
cooking and not upon cost. 
The 


joint or the steak which it is im- 
possible to cook so as to be tender 
to-day, will in a few days be in 
perfection; a broiled steak or chick- 
en is as rare as cucumbers in Paw- 
tucket. 
Ninety-nine one-hun- 


clrodlhs of the cooks, hired or wed, 
fry everything. 
"Which is simply 


to say that they spoil it. One 
would think it impossible to injure 
sweet corn, and yet it is quite easy 
Lo allow it to remain in the water 
long enough to lose a great share of 
its sweetness. There is not only 
economy, but ease in good cookery. 
For the ordinary male person, a 
few things made palatable suffice. 
The wife who knows how to cater 
;o one or two whims in eating, and 
iow to roast and boil, and devil a 
jit of cold meat, and make -good 
bread, may defy all rivals, whether 
of animated or inanimated attract- 
veness. It might be worth while, 
>erhaps, to inquire how it happens 
Jiat the sjirls can master music and 
the languages and all sorts of ac- 
•omplishnicnts, but are unable to 
>ako or brew, or boil au Irish po- 
-ato.—N. Y. Eoenvng Pod.

\V hea the treaty was Jinado a few days 
later, thj ooflin containing hor remains 
was brought iato tho uounoil, that her 
apirk might witness the falQIImcnt of 
hor request. 


She was the "best beloved," and 


Spot often ipeaks of her and the influ- 
ence which she stilt oxerts over him, 
A dosiro to have hor mortal remaiis 
closer to him, led to tho removal ef the 
body hither from Fort Laramie, whoro, 
in accordance with Indian customs, it 
wa» placed upon four posts. 
It was to- 


day, buried in th« ground, in tho agon- 
oy eomot«ry^h«ro. Tto funeral service 
of tho Episcopal ohurob wan read, and 
a lermon preached in tbo Dakotab lan- 
guage, by Her. Mr. Cleveland. 
Tho 


ohurak was filled with Indians, who 
took great interest in the services.

to all opposing candidates. Tho deco- 
rum of the convention was grossly in- 
sulted by three cheers for Tildun being 
called fur from the platform, occupied 
jby tho president, and given by his 
ft lends before tho call of the states had 
boun completed on tho second ballot. 


"Fourth—because the platform adop- 


ted by Iho convention does not declare 
the truo principles of tho democratic 
party. 
It commits thu party to the 


National banking system us our per- 
manent system of currency,and finance. 
It discredits tho greenback currency, 
sacks its entire destruction, and pro- 
poses the forced and immediate re- 
gumption of specie payment. 


"Fifth—Because tho convention, at 


tho instance of Mr. Tilden's supporters,

temperate, fostering care of the govern 
ment. One of the most potent, if not 
indispensable agencies ia that direction, 
will be the devising of some system to 
aid ic tho education of the masses. The 
fact that there whole counties in Louisi- 
ana ia which there is not a school house, 
is full of suggestion. We compelled 
these people to remain in tho union, and 
now duty and interest demand that we 
leave no just means untried to make 
them good, loyal citizens. How to di- 
minish tho friction, how to stimulate 
the elevation of this portion of our 
country, are problems addressing them- 
selves to our best and wisest statesman- 
ship 
The foundation for these effects 


must be Jaid in satisfying the southern 
people that they are to have equal and 
exact justice accorded to them. Give 
them no ]ust cause for complaint, and 
then hold thaen by every necessary 
means, to an exact and rigid observance 
of all their duties and obligations under 
the constitution and its amendments, to 
secure to all within their borders man- 
hood and citizenship, with every right 
thereto belonging. 


The ]ust obligations to public credit- 


ors, created when the government was 
in the throes of threatened dissolution, 
and as an indispensable condition of its 
salvation, guaranteed by the lives and 
blood of thousands of its bravo defend- 
ers, are to be kept with religious faith, 
as are all the pledges subsidiary thereto 
and confirmatory thereof. In my judg- 
ment, the pledge of congress of January 
14th, 1875, for tho redemption of the 
notes of the United States in coin, is tho

Offices should be [conferred only 
upon a basis of high Jcharacter and par- 
ticular fitness, and should be administer- 
ed only as public trusts, and not for per-

cardinal principles of the Republican

The Captain of the Countess of Dur 


ferin, who in common with all specta 
tors, was surprised at the Mohawk car 
rying sail so long, sent a boat to warn 
her commander, but it arrived too late 
The disaster is generally ascribed to 
criminal negligence and poltroonery o: 
Sailing Master Eawlings, in carrying 
such a press of sail in the face of 
squall, and then neglecting other ordi- 
nary precautions for righting her. Raw 
lings, who was one of the rescued, on 
reaching the shore, immediately disap- 
peared, and is supposed to have flet 
the country.

It will be reinem 
bered that the ;follow implicated, ship 
pod his valise to St. Louis by express tlu 
day before the robbery was committed 
and that the olllcers here had nutiiUic 
the express agent at St, Louis to have 
arrested whoever should <Sall Cor the va 
lise. It now appears that thu younj, 
man who robbed his companion, wen 
out in the neighborhood of Boody and 
;rot work with some farmer there, am 
after sneiiriug a place wrote lo the ex 
press agent at St. Louis to ship his va 
lise to lioody. This letter was at once 
sent to the agent here, with an indorse- 
ment to the effect that the valise woulc 
be sliipprd according to order, yester- 
day. 
The agent at once notified ;Mar 


shal Haworth and Deputy Brockway, 
who at once procured a team and wenl 
to Boody, arriving there sometime be- 
foro the evening train from St. Louis. 


Here they watched for their man, and 


a little before train time a fellow rode 
up to the station whom they suspected 
might be the chap. To ascertain wheth- 
er ho was or not olllcer lirockway got 
into conversation, with him and ascer- 
tained that he had come to the station 
for a valise which he expected on the 
.rain from St. Louis, whereupon Mr. B. 
politely informed the youug man that 
10 would take charge of him and receive 
the valise ou its arrival, at the same 
time explaining the reason of that u.an- 
icr of proceeding to tho astonished 
r'outh.

LETTER FROM THE BLACK HILLS. 


This morning Mr. Orville Ewing gave 


us the following letter from the Black 
Hills, written by Mr. Qeo. H. Corwine, 
a former resident of this city. The let- 
ter bears date, Crook City, Dakota Ter- 
ritory, June 22d, and holds the follow- 
language: 


* * I thought you would like to 


hear from me and what I am doing in 
this country. I came to the Hills last 
February, and I have 
made some 


money. The first claim I opened paid 
me big; lam working one now paying 
about five dollars to the man. I am go- 
ing to sell out and start for the Big 
Horn next week. It is a long and dan- 
gerous journey, but I will try it if I 
never get back, as I know that countrj 
is rich from all reports I havi heard.— 
There has been about two hundred men 
left here for that country. 


Ciolil-diggins hero pays only fair, as 


the ground is spotted 
with claims 


but one claim ; on Bob Tail Ran 
has taken out in one month $45,000.— 
Claims are all taken up and it is hard to 
get one unless you buy. I have seen 
one nugget worth one hundred dollars 
that is the largest one that lias been 
found yet. Men are working and get 
ting their claims in good shape, and by 
full there will bo lots of gold sent back 
to the States. I don't advise any one to 
:ome here unless he has money anc 
jlonty of "grub," as everything is very 
high. The climate is nice, the days are 
warm, and the nights cool and pleasant 
to sleep. It has rained about 
every 


other day since I came. We had a BUOW 
the first of this mouth;. 1! was twenty 
miles north of here at the time, aud it 
'ell threo inches deep, the ground being 
roxen hard. I was out prospecting, and 
jetting lost came near freezing.. I have 
lad a pretty hard timo'of it, but" shall 
itsy and see it out. 


The Indians have killed twenty men 


n here since I enme. There are none 
around licro now—they have all gone 
north to fight the soldiers, and if they 
ivhip Ouster and Crook they will sweep 
his country aud all the miners in it. 


I was up at Deadwood yesterday, and 
iw Baker, who was ' in Race's store in 
'our place. He^ia'in tho butchering 
lusiness, and is doing well, I also saw 
Porn Faulkner, who left Decatur with 
Betscr; ho stayed in Smallwood & Hud- 
ou's store.

quiring friends.
